Davis said. that doctors 
have said that the best 
possible medical relief for 
the possibly-fatal disease 
would be to take Donald to 
a dry, dust-free climate, 
preferably Arizona or 
elsewhere in the south- 
western part of the coun- 
try. 

But the solution is. not 
that easy for the noticeably 
distressed mother, who 
reportedly exists on a $409 
valid to dependent children 
check each month. To 
complicate the family's 
medical problems, her 
husband Eddie, is unable 
to work because of a 
dislocated back which 
requires a brace. 

@ 39 year od man was 
forced to quit his parttime 
shoeshine job on Sept. 23, 
and is currently preparing 
to enter the hospital for 
corrective ‘back surgery, 
Mrs, Davis said that her 
husband does not recieve 
any health compensation 
and was recently cutoff 
from his $25 a month 
general relief allotment 
without any notification, 
Davis added that she too 
will ‘nave’ to” enter “the 
hospital soon for a rup- 
tured stomach condition. 

As the health problems 
surmount, so do the 
family's financial strain. 
Fortunately, the welfare 
dept. pays Donald's 
medical expenses, which 
sometimes:.add. up to @ 
whopping $400 a week. 
Because the family has no 
auto, the welfare dept. also 
pays for the cabfare 
needed for the boy's 
frequent trips to the 
hospital. 

Coupied with the 
medical problems, Davis 
has the gargantuan 
domestic ‘ask of trying to 
stay in the black finan- 
cial ly. After paying the 
monthly rent ($125) for her 
reported roach and rat- 
infested three-bedroom 
house which she said a 
city housing inspector 
nearly condemned last 
Tuesday), she must then 
pay the gas, electric and 
telephone bills, leaving her 
with “about $20” from her 
monthly allotment. *She 
noted that her telephone 
bill, which has reached an 
absorbent peak because of 
_ her attempts to gain help, 
* must be paid on time since 
it is sometime the youth's 
only link to the hospital's 
emergency squad. 

Though Donald's doc- 
tors have stressed the 
boy's imperative need for 
dust-free conditions, the 
essence of her problems is 
that the family cannot af. 
ford to move, nor can she 
afford adequate housing 
and furniture which would 
lend to such an at- 
mosphere. 

She added that there 
have been two fires at the 
i7th Ave. residence, leav- 
ing Donald to inhale the 
|nautious smoke which has 
seeped into the furniture 
and carpet. She also inter-

generate any concrete ac- 
tion. 


“There’s no excuse for 
it," she said in reference to 
her tack of response 
received, “The resources 
and means of support are 
here in Columbus, but 
people like sitting back 
and bragging about what 
they have with no concern 
for the people who don't 
have.” 

She cited that the trials 
and tribulations the family 
has been through has left 
Donald in a state of 
depression, believing that 
nobody cares. So far, the 
ninth grade student is 
seemingly learning the 
facts of life the hard way.

Mistakes proved costly 
for the Linden-McKinley 
Panthers last Friday night 
as a bid for their sixth

any observing pro scout 
would query Brown's 
throwing arm, the unused 
hands of other potential 
receivers, and more impor- 
tantly, why head coach 
Paul Hudson chose to 
throw the ball only nine 
times? 

Only encouragement in 
a losing effort can be given 
to the Panthers’ troupe of 
hard-nosed running backs. 
As the versatile Pinkney 
Brothers (Robert and An- 
thony) combined for 87 
ards, Singer dazzled the 
anther audience with a 42 
ard touchdown run, and 
ulidozed his way for nine 
more to finish the evening 
with 51 yards in six carries. 
Surprisingly enough, he 
didn’t get a chance to 
touch the pigskin in the 
second half. 


For the Vikings, quarter- 
back Jeff Keich was the 
triple threat, by rushing for 
88 yards, peseina. or pit- 
ching the ball to 
workhorse running back 
Kevin Oldaker, who gained 
52 yards in 16 carries.

Ohio State's football 
team continues to gather 
momentum as the season 
progresses.

We have often heard a 
team is no greater than Its 
reserve’ power. in other 
words, you need good 
bench strength if you ex- 
pect to win all the marbles. 
If that be the case, Coach 
Woody Hayes ‘took the 
steps necessary to 
strengthen his bench. 

After Archie Griffin 
picked up 16 yards'to open 
the fourth quarter with the 
Bucks leading 35-0, 
against lowa, Woody sent 
in‘a new offensive team. 
Quarterback Rod Gerald, a 
freshman from Dallas, 
Texas, took command of 
the team from his roomate 
Cornelius Greene. 

The transplanted. Texan 
brought the crowd to their 
feet on his first play. 
Gerald introduced himself 
to the Big Ten by taking 
the snap from center and 
raced to his right, cut back 
to the left side of the field, 
broke one tackle and then 
scampered down the left 
sideline for a 45 yard 
touchdown. run. 

When the Hawkeyes 
couldn't move the ball after 
five plays, they had to turn 
It over to the Buckeyes. 
Aided by a penalty plus 
some good running by Jeff 
Logan and Woodrow 
Roach, Ohio marched to 
lowa's 14 yard stripe. 

Once again Gerald 
worked his magic. On a 
keeper he cut inside the 
right end instead of cutting 
to the left as he did before, 
he cut right and outraced 
the Hawks to the goal line 
for his second touchdown 
of the day to give Ohio a 
49-0 lead. 

Not too much is known 
about Gerald in this part of 
the country. However, 
Woody's scouts had their

Here in Columbus, the 
vice squad recently stop- 
ped using female officers 
posing as prostitutes to 
charge and arrest illicit sex 
seekers after a memo from 
City Atty. James Hughes’ 
office was passed along to 
Lt. James Deacon, vice 
squad commander: 

The memo, addressed to 
all court prosecutors, 
stated that as of Aug. 4, 
1975, no other case in- 
volving potential custo- 
mers would be prosecuted 
by the City Attorney's of- 
fice. Hughes could not be 
reached for comment after 
persistent attempts to con- 
“act him’ by frione and in 


ae 

Informed sources 
divulged that the memo 
was probably sent after a 
prominent businessman 
was nearly “caught in the 
act" with a hooker. It is 
suspected that the person 
had enough clout “up- 
Stairs'’ to get the memo 
sent. 

Although the vice squad 
implemented the program 
in January, 1974, with only 
one female _ofticer, results 
showed that 23 men were 
arrested on soliciting for 
prostitution charges: 
Deacon proudly noted that 
only one of the 23 cases 
prosecuted was lost, 
possibly because it was a 
jury trial. . 

The maximum sentence 
for a soliciting prostitution 
$500 or six months, or 
both. Deacon added that to 
his recollection, no one 
has received “the terribly 
severe (maximum) sen- 
tence,” although it is up to 
the judge's discretion. 

The program was started 
after a respectable black 
woman voiced a complaint 
to police, claiming that sho 
was_ solicited by several, 
white men as she waited 
for the bus at the corners 
of Linwood Ave. and Main 
St., Deacon said. 

Calling the now defunct 
program “a very effective 
tool which possibly caused 
great embarrassment for 
the men caught,” Deacon 
stated that the program 
should be reformulated. 

“+ fees we shod stent it 
(the program) again, 
although there may be 
reasons behind the memo 
that I-don’t know about,” 
he. concluded.

New Tax Law Enables 
More To Buy Homes 


CLEVELAND, OHIO — A 
change in the tax law 
enacted- June-30;-witt-per- 
mit more taxpayers to 
qualify for the five percent 
Federal income tax credit 
for the purchase of a new 
principal residence, Robert 
J. Dath, district director for 
nothern Ohio announced 
today. 

To qualify the residence 
for the credit under the Tax 
Reduction Act of 1975, 
which was enacted last 
March 29, the seller was 
required to certify that the 
residence was sold at the 
lowest price at which it 
was ever offered for sale. 

Now, Public Law 94-45 
provides that for the 
residence . to qualify, the 
seller has to certify by a 
signed statment that the 
purchase price of the 
residence is the lowest 
price at which it was of- 
fered for sale after 
February 28, 1975 and that 
construction of the 
residence began before 
March 26, 1975. The cer- 
tification procedure does 
not apply in the case of 
self-construction, 

In addition, the following 
conditions must,be met: (1) 
The residence must be 
new principal residence, 
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Black News is 
good news, : 


(2) The construction must 
have begun before March 
25, 1975, (3) The residence 
must be acquired and 
occupied as a principal 
residence after March 12, 
1975, and before January 
1, 1977, and, (4). Except in 
the case of self-construc- 
tion, a binding contract for 
the purchase of the 
residence must bé entered 
into before January 1, 
1976. 

The certification may be 
in any written form and 
need not confirm to the 
suggested language 
provided in Technical In- 
formation Release-1360, 
dated April 9, 1975. 

The provisions of the 
new law are to be applied 
retroactively. Taxpayers 
who purchased residences 
that did not qualify 
because. of the lowest 
Price provisions should 
check with the seller to 
determine whether the 
residences now qualify 
and, if so, should obtain 
the necessary certification. 

Additional information 
on the credit is contained 
in new IRS Publication 
691, “Tax Creait for the 
New Home Buyer." This 
free booklet will be 
available from IRS.

WORLD ON VIEW

It is unfortunate that the very nature of 
American society forces its black citizens 
to view domestic and international 
developments through a glass darkly, As a 
consequence, its leadership, and hope- 
fully that includes its publishers and 
editors, are prone to evaluate world and 
domestic events in the light of their impact 
upon the hopes and aspirations of Black 
Americans, 

Sometimes this is a confusing exercise, 
especially since our political leaders seem 
to be floundering in uncertainty over

Through the years, we have been lulled 
into a feeling that the men who occupy the 
presidency undergo some marvelous 
transformation that turns them into decent, 
honest, self-sacrificing servants of all the 
people, and which endows them with the 
ability to become color-blind, 

Since Richard Nixon and Watergate we 
have become disillusioned—and in some 
‘circles downright scared and justifiably 
suspicious of political Greeks who come 
bearing gifts. This is a disillusionment 
shared generally by the general popula- 
tion, and with good reason more markedly 
among Black Americans, whose treatment 
has been less than “noble” under a suc- 
cession of national administrations, 

No body of citizens has better reason for 
alarm when national leaders begin to 
swear allegiance to ultra-conservative 
platforms than do Black Americans, As.a 
result the vast majority of blacks who 
religiously exercise ‘their franchise, have 
been attracted to the Democrats and oc- 
casional progressives, who have espoused 
& more liberal stance, This loyalty (7) still 
obtains-even t ih we have often found 
that there is little difference between con. 
servative Tweediedee and liberal

The Welfare System 


| recently saw a documentary by filmmaker 
Frederick Wiseman, “Welfare,” on New York's public 
television outlet..It ought to be seen by everyone, 
especially those who think welfare clients are all 
“cheats and -chiselers.* 

\f-It were up to me, I'd chain every Congressman 
and Administration official responsible for making 
public policy to a chair and force them to watch it. 
Better yet, I'd like them to spend a day ~ at least — at 
a welfare center like the one in the film, That way 
we'd hear less about welfare cheats and more about 
how to establish a decent and sane income main- 
tenance program. 

The broadcast didn't go into any long analysis 
about the way the system works, nor did it show the 
reader with facts and contradictory opinions. All it did 
was to record scenes in one welfare center in New 
York City. 

Clients, social workers, guards, old people, 
homeless people, all interacting in a desperate 
struggle with bureaucratic regulations and forms on 
the one hand and poverty and hunger on the other, 

Dozens of figures flit across the screen anc} you 
know what — not a single “‘chiseler” in the bunch! 

The cvererekning impression one draws from the 
film is of masses of people crying out for help, for 
some assistance to meet the necessities of lita while 
struggling to regain their independence, 

Same of the scenes tell us in powerful, emotional 
terma, about a part of society few middie class per- 
sons @ver see. And they tell a lot about what is cruel 
and heartless in the way we use up and dispose of 
our fellow human beings, 

Several categories of “cases” are made vivid for us: 

: Emergency aid. Some of the people come to the 
office with survival needs -- no money for food, fora 
night's lodging, or even for carfare. Some people are 
shown getting some emergency money. Others are 
told to “come back tomorrow” and plead uselessly, 
“What am | supposed to eat today? Wriere am | sup- 
posed to sleep?” 

+ Bureaucratic confusion. We see ;seople in need 
because their records have been lost, We see many 
cases in this film of people being shuttled from one 
office to another, “Take this paper downtown," or "go 
to the fifth floor," or “I'll get you an appointment to 
see anottier office," are recurring themes in an ugly 
litany of red tape. . 

; No help available, We see people the system can't 
help with checks. An elderly mar plaintively wishe: 
he “could get into a hospital and have the doctor. 
straighten me out.” People in need of psychiatric care 
who'can't cope with daily problems. ‘ ‘ 

: Racial friction. A white man throws racial insu 
at a black pa because he was assaulted by thi 
black hoodiums, The guard calmly tells him that if 
had been there, he “would have laid my life on 
line,” to help him, But that doesn't change the man 
opinion — all blacks are responsible and he's going t 
get a gun. . 

The film also helps explode the myth that welfare | 
for blacks. Since it was shot in New York City, man 
of the recipients are black and brown, but we see 
parade of the white elderly, white teenage mothers 
and white young couples applying for aid. Nationally 
far more whites than blacks are on welfare.

WVKO talked and shouted 
for masses of blacks to 
register during the days 
before the spring primary, 
and the city was suddenly 
awakened to the potential 
of the solid black vote.

A Cause for Mixed Emotions 


The CALL & POST detests with a heated 
passion the flow of illicit narcotics which 
has been inundating every nook of our 
community for much too tong; but we-must 
confess that the big heroin bust staged by 
Columbus police and other undercover 
agents last week left us with ~mixed 
emotions. 

While we have absolutely no sympathy 
for the 40-or more accused dope pushers 
rounded up in an effectively laid police 
dragnet, we are somewhat suspicious of 
the timing. 

And, moreover, it disturbs us to no end 
that the police spent six months of un- 
dercover work and $25,000 collecting 
evidence and came up with a catch of only 
street minnows without snaring a single 
biggie, the main source of supply of the 
dehumanizing white powder on which the 
weak minnies feed and thrive 

Granting that we miqht be as wrong as 
sin in our judgment, this is an election 
year and we cannot help but feel that 
arrests were timed and shed a more 
favorable light upon the administration of 
the incumbent Mayor Tom Moody, 

It is not our intention to condemn or 
criticize the police and undercover agents 
for staging the massive roundup when 
they did, because we recognize that they

work on orders from the top of the chain 
of command. ; 

However, it appears to us that since they 
already had the pence on 54 alleged 
pushers and had obtained grand jury in- 
dictmants’against them all, the raid should 
have been forestalled until at least one 
main source of heroin supply could have 
been nailed. 

As a result of pulling the raid as they 
did, only one of tne indicted was listed as 
white. And while police dubbed 12 of the 
suspects as the “Dirty Dozen” who are 
supposed’ to have been the most active 
heroin dealers in Columbus, according to 
informed sources, the 38 already arrested, 
collectively could not raise $500 for bond. 

As previously stated, we have not one 
iota of sympathy for drug peddlers, be hey 
white or black, but the police know as well 
as we do, that the big bust will only mean 
drying up the heroin in the streets of the 
black community and leaving it to con- 
tinue ‘flowing uninterruptedly in influential 
neighborhoods where it may be obtained 
at will By craving, sick junkies to pacify 
their addiction 

So, while we commend the police for 
their evhievement, there are certain

Kt is difficult to move 
from ss wn home into a 
new environment and take 
on the responsibility of six 
children, But that's what 
the John Abbots did. 

Three years ago John 
and Frances Abbott moyed 
into a house at 70 Auburn 
St. and into the hearts of 
six young boys. 

Twenty children have 
‘come and gone in those 
three years but not without 
the attention, care and love 
the Abbotts have given 
them. 

John and Frances Ab- 
bott are group home 
parents. After raising a 
family of their own they 
joined forces with Franklin 
County Children Services 
(FCCS) to provide a com- 
munity living experience 
for up to eight children in 
need of / temporary 
Placement. FCCS is the 
county agency that 
provides care and protec- 
tlon for dependent, neglec- 


ted and abused children. 

Frances feels that their 
work as group home 
parents was started by 
“divine appointment, It was 
something the Lord wan- 
ted us to do,” she said. 

In 1971 Frances was 
stricken with cancer. She 
had a complete recovery 
and she thinks that her 
work aS a group home 
parent is a way of thanking 
the Lord, 

The Abbott's group 
home serves boys primarily 


between the ages of nine 
and 14, Some of these 
children are there because 
of conflicts with parents or 
substitute families, others 
need to readjust to family 
life before going home, 
some need a long-term 
home and still others may 
have emotional or 
behavioral problems and 
need the specialized set- 
ting,

But that house is now a 
home, decorated with han- 
dicrafts and awards earned 
by the children. 

In addition to his work 
around the house, John 
has a full-time job as a 
machine operator for 
General Motors, Fisher 
Body plant.
